NEW YORK (UPI) - Russian 
Cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin and 
Anatoli Dobrynin, Soviet am bas­ 
sador to the United States, con­ 
firmed last night the existence 
of a Russian program to land a 
man on the moon by 1970. 


It was the first public acknow­ 
ledgement by a prominent Sovi­ 
et official that a Russian moon 
probe was in the works.
